Roosevelt told, me all this was just 
multiple assault, multiple disorder 
ly conduct, multiple malicious mis- 
chief, each case to be investigated 
and prosecuted by itself, but mean- 
while the goons wo.ild vanish. Then 
would a small town stand the ex 
pense of requistioning and deport- 
iny 500 defendants from Oregon, 
California and New York, and the 
cost of legal appeals, just to try 
them 
for 
threatening 
language, 


throwing stones, tipping over 'auto- 
mobiles'and punching humble citi- 


ens. 
True, we couldn't "do business 


with Hitler." but who could 
trust 


Roosevelt after 
lie 
said 
that? 


Roosevelt knew his stuff and Mur 
phy was a New Deal governor and 
these were New Deal goons. Lewis 
was their gauleiter and Roosevelt 
was their fuehrer. They 
created 


the C. 1. O. as an auxiliary 
of 


Roosevelt's party, and from the 
C. I. O. there issued the political 
action committee. They contributed 
insuperable millions for the party 
funds which clt-cU-d Roosevelt lor 
a fourth term.

C. I. O. there issued the political 
action committee.

Roosevelt told, me all this was just 
multiple assault, multiple disorder 
ly conduct, multiple malicious mis- 
chief, each case to be investigated 
and prosecuted by itself, but mean- 
while the goons wo.ild vanish. Then 
would a small town stand the ex 
pense of requistioning and deport- 
iny 500 defendants from Oregon, 
California and New York, and the 
cost of legal appeals, just to try 
them 
for 
threatening 
language, 


throwing stones, tipping over 'auto- 
mobiles'and punching humble citi- 


ens. 
True, we couldn't "do business 


with Hitler." but who could 
trust 


Roosevelt after 
lie 
said 
that? 


Roosevelt knew his stuff and Mur 
phy was a New Deal governor and 
these were New Deal goons. Lewis 
was their gauleiter and Roosevelt 
was their fuehrer. They 
created 


the C. 1. O. as an auxiliary 
of 


Roosevelt's party, and from the 
C. I. O. there issued the political 
action committee. They contributed 
insuperable millions for the party 
funds which clt-cU-d Roosevelt lor 
a fourth term.

Roosevelt told, me all this was just 
multiple assault, multiple disorder 
ly conduct, multiple malicious mis- 
chief, each case to be investigated 
and prosecuted by itself, but mean- 
while the goons wo.ild vanish. Then 
would a small town stand the ex 
pense of requistioning and deport- 
iny 500 defendants from Oregon, 
California and New York, and the 
cost of legal appeals, just to try 
them 
for 
threatening 
language, 


throwing stones, tipping over 'auto- 
mobiles'and punching humble citi- 


ens. 
True, we couldn't "do business 


with Hitler." but who could 
trust 


Roosevelt after 
lie 
said 
that? 


Roosevelt knew his stuff and Mur 
phy was a New Deal governor and 
these were New Deal goons. Lewis 
was their gauleiter and Roosevelt 
was their fuehrer. They 
created 


the C. 1. O. as an auxiliary 
of 


Roosevelt's party, and from the 
C. I. O. there issued the political 
action committee. They contributed 
insuperable millions for the party 
funds which clt-cU-d Roosevelt lor 
a fourth term.

North America. 


Much of the fear of these little- 


known people, who have technically 
been at war with Mexico for 4'JO 
years, is being dispelled by Wil- 
liam Neil Smith, 27, University oi 
Arizona student in anthropology, 
who is now making his fourth trip 
to the Seris in two years. 


Contrary to general belief, Smith 


says the Seris have no cannibalis- 
tic instincts, do not eat their meat 
raw, are not committing race suic- 
ide by killing their children, and 
are not treacherous and danger 
ous.
